NLRB Reports Results 


During its three and a half years’ 
existence, the national labor rela- 
tions board handled 20,192 labor 
disputes, of which 16,018 were 
closed, it reported this week. 

The board said that 2,037 of its 
completed cases resulted in the re- 
instatement of 227,603 workers 
after strikes or lockouts, and that 
15,083 other workers had been re- 
stored to their jobs after discrim- 
inatory discharges.

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Labor Council 
Repudiates 
Action of 
‘Unity’ League 


Withdraws Support from 
Political Set Up; Unions 
To Recognize Only AFL 
Political League Here 


At its meeting Monday night in 
the AFL headquarters in Oakland 
the Central Labor Council of Ala- 
meda county took similar action 
as did the building trades council 
the week previous .. . “that labor’s 
united legislative and _ political 
league’s action in making endorse- 
ments to the Oakland city council 
is not in accord with the council’s 
policies and that all affiliated 
unions be so notified.” 

The policy committee of the AFL 
Political League of Alameda coun- 
ty made the recommendation to 
the council which was adopted by 
practically a unanimous vote. 

The only body having the power 
to make political endorsements for 
the American Federation of Labor 
in Alameda county is the AFL Po- 
litical league, council representa- 
tives pointed out. 

A meeting of the joint policy 
committee, represented by eight 
members from the central labor 
council and eight members from 
the building trades council, will 
meet again tomorrow (Saturday) 
afternoon in the office of the cen- 
tral labor council with F. B. Ful- 
mer presiding. 


Electricians — 
Win in 
Circuit Court 


Labor Board Sharply 
Criticized for Disregarding 
Evidence in Invalidating 
Contract 


Another major legal victory was 
won by the international brother- 
hood of electrical workers this 
week when the federal circuit 
court of appeals in Chicago sus- 
tained a closed shop contract be- 
tween the union and the Jefferson 
Electric company of Bellwood, II. 


The court reversed a national 
labor relations board order annull- 
ing the contract and sharply criti- 
cized the board for acting without 
substantial evidence. 


This verdict followed a ruling 
several months ago by the United 
States supreme court upholding 
agreements between the electrical 
workers and the huge Consolidated 
Edison company of New York. 


CIO Started Actions 

In each instance, a CIO union 
started labor board actions, charg- 
ing violation of the Wagner act 
and discrimination by the employ- 
ers in favor of the A. F. of L. 
group. 

The board in the Jefferson case 
cancelled the electrical workers’ 
contract, on the claim that the 
union did not represent a majority 
of the firm’s 900 workers when the 
pact was signed, and on a CIO 
charge that the employer “intimi- 
dated” employes to join the A. F. 
of L. union. 

Both these contentions were 
tossed out by the appeals court. It 
held the electrical workers had a 
big majority and added that the 
Jefferson firm management mere- 
ly showed a preference for the A. 
F, of L. union without in any way 
intimidating employes. 


Surplus Butter to 
Be Given to Needy 


Under arrangements now being 
worked out by the Canadian de- 
partment of agriculture, in co-oper- 
ation with the provinces and the 
Red Cross, Canada’s surplus of 
6,000,000 pounds of butter is to be 
distributed to needy families. 

The free butter will go to those 
on relief and to those not on re- 
lief who are in financial straits. 
The project is to be financed by 
the dominion. 


Two-Job Workers 
Banned by Dominion 


Government workers in Canada 
can’t hold two jobs. 

An order in council, approved 
this week, provides that civil ser- 
vants with a salary of $1,200 or 
over may not, after May 1, engage 
in “fainful employment” unless 
with the written authority of the 
minister in charge of the depart- 
ment.

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A.F.OF L. CHARGES ClO SPENT Dispute Still 
MILLIONS TO DESTROY IT 


PAMPHLETS EXPLAINING FEDERATIONS 
PROPOSED AMENDMENTS TO NATIONAL LABOR 
RELATIONS ACT SAYS DECISIONS OF NATIONAL 
LABOR RELATIONS BOARD HAVE ASSISTED 
REBEL AND DUAL GROUP IN RAIDING 

A. F. OF L. LABOR UNIONS AND FUNDS 


Says Changes in Labor Act Are Designed to 
Promote Fair Administration, and End the Labor 
Board's Various Schemes for Destroying A. F. of L. 
Affiliates; “The A. F. of L. No Longer Respects 

The Administration of the Act by This Board” 


The American Federation of Labor made public a pamphlet 
explaining and analyzing its proposed amendments to the 


national labor relations act. 


The pamphlet will be widely distributed to the membership 
through every affiliated organization, 

Public hearings on the amendments, which were introduced 
in congress by Senator Walsh of Massachusetts and Represen- 


tative Barden of North Carolina |} 


»egan before the senate com- 


mittee on education and labor April 11. 

A preamble to the pamphlet warns members of the American 
Federation of Labor to beware of false propaganda about the 
amendments circulated by the congress of industrial organiza- 


tions. It says: 


“It is strange indeed, that rival organizations that have 
spent millions in an attempt to destroy us, that have raided 
our unions, that have unlawfully appropriated our funds, 
that have villified our officers and slandered our member- 
ship, should suddenly appeal to our membership to oppose 
our amendments because of a noble and solicitous impulse 
to save the American Federation of Labor from destroying 
itself. Such hypocrisy should fall of its own weight. 

“The truth is that these rival organizations have been 
aided by the national labor relations board in their at- 


tempts to destroy us, 


“Is it any wonder then that the board is acclaimed as 
being beyond reproach; that the act is upheld as perfect?” 
The objectives of the amendments are defined as follows: 


1. To promote fair, equal and unprejudiced administration of 
the act. 
2. To prevent the board from arbitrarily outlawing A. F. of 


L. union contracts. 


3. To prevent the board from destroying the integrity of the 


craft unit. 


4. To prevent the board from exercising its vast discretion in 
respect to the time in which it acts in such a way as to prejudice 
the interests of the A. F. of L. and to favor those of rival organ- 


izations. 


5. To strengthen the act, correct its shortcomings and make 


it conform to present realities. 


The first amendment discussed in the pamphlet is the one 
which would abolish the present three-man board and create a 
new five-man board. Such a housecleaning is necessary, the 
pamphlet says, because “the present board has alienated the 
confidence of the American Federation of Labor and its millions 


of members.” 


“The American Federation of Labor no longer respects the 
administration of the act by the board,” the pamphlet declares. 

It is emphasized that by new definitions incorporated in the 
amendments company unions would be prohibited to a much 
greater extent than under the present act. The amendments 
would outlaw company unionism—crude and subtle~and pre- 
vent the board from classifying legitimate labor organizations 


as company unions. 


Each of the other amendments are analyzed in detail and the 
reasons why they are needed are fully explained. 
In conclusion the pamphlet emphasizes that the A. F. of L. 


has examined and rejected all 


proposals and suggestions for 


amendments from interests hostile to labor. The A. F. of L. is 
“definitely opposed to such amendments,” the pamphlet flatly 


declares. 


EXEMPTION OF CANNING 
AND PACKING WORKERS 
FROM WAGE ACT HIT BY AFL 


Smaller Buying Power and More Unemployment 
Would Result from Such Action, Shishkin Says 


At the hearing before Elmer F. 
Andrews, administrator of the 
fair labor standards act of 1938, 
the American Federation of Labor 
vigorously protested the exemp- 
tion of more than 300,000 canning 
and packing workers from the 
benefits of minimum wage and 
maximum hour regulation. 

Boris Shishkin, economist, of the 
American Federation of Labor, ap- 
pearing on behalf of fruit and 
vegetable canning and packing 
unions, insisted that the regula- 
tions recommended to Mr. An- 
drews for adoption would have 
the necessary effect of depressing 
the purchasing power and further- 
ing unemployment in one of the 
lowest paid industries in the coun- 
try, one in which working stand- 
ards are notoriously sub-standard. 

Mr. Shishkin ridiculed the defi- 
nition of the terms “farm” and 
“open country” as towns of 25,000 
population and stated that the 
adoption of such a definition would 


set a damaging precedent for labor 
legislation in all industries. 

Citing the extensive financial 
control of the growers by a small 
number of large processing firms 
in this industry, the spokesman 
for the American Federation of 
Labor suggested that the extent of 
financial and credit control could 
be used as one of the criteria for 
the exemption of processing ac- 
tually done on the farm. 

Resting his argument on the 
legislative intent of congress, Mr. 
Shishkin said that the American 
Federation of Labor is determined 
to exhaust every legal remedy to 
retain the protection and benefits 
of the wage and hour law for this 
important group of workers. 

Despite the fact that the wages 
and hours of nearly half a million 
workers employed in the canning 
and packing industries are at 
stake, the American Federation of 
Labor was the only labor organ- 
ization represented at the hearing.

Meets in Washington, May 8 (STILL IDLE 


Wages, Hours and Militant Organization Campaign 
Are Listed in Nine-Point Program in Special Call 
Issued by Frank Morrison, Sec.-Treas. Pro Tem 


The United Textile Workers of America will open a special 
convention in Washington on May 8 to reestablish itself as an 
integral part of the American Federation of Labor. 


The special call for the convention was issued by Frank Mor- 
rison, secretary-treasurer pro tem of the U. T. W. A. 


The united textile workers is the 
first of the major unions which left 


the A. F. of L. to form the CIO to 
return to the fold. 


At the convention William Green, 
president of the A. F. of L., will 
officially present to the organiza- 
tion an American Federation of 
Labor charter entitling the union 
to the same rights and privileges 
it formerly enjoyed. 


The text of the official call for 
the convention follows: 

“To all affiliated locals including 
all A. F. of L. federal chartered 
textile locals: 

“You are hereby notified that a 
special convention of the United 
Textile Workers of America, affil- 
iated with A. F. of L., called by 
action of December, 1938, conven- 
tion, will be held beginning Mon- 
day, May 8th, at ten a. m. at the 
Hamilton hotel, Fourteenth and K 
streets, N. W., Washington, D. C., 
and continuing until the business is 
completed.

A. F. of L. Says 7,278,000 
Households in the United 
States Are Receiving 
Relief or WPA or Other 
Federal Aid 


The tremendous amount of un- 
necessary suffering which is im- 
posed upon millions of unemployed 
workers and their families because 
of the refusal of those who own 
and control American industry to 
shorten the hours of labor and 
thus provide jobs for all the able- 
bodied jobless, is trenchantly re- 
vealed by the estimate of the Am- 
erican Federation of Labor that 
11,470,000 working men and women 
are now in the unemployed army. 

Although the number of em- 
ployes whom employers refuse to 
hire has decreased during 1939, the 
total number of jobless is prac- 
tically the same now as it was a 
year ago. 


Under the title “What the Fig- 
ures Tell,” the American Federa- 
tion of Labor gives the following 
analysis of the unemployment and 
relief situation: 


Employment Gains 

“Employment reports for the 
first quarter of 1939 show a strong 
contrast to last year. In 1938, trade 
unions reported unemployment in- 
creasing steadily each month in 
the first quarter, while in 1939 the 
tables have been turned and each 
month since January is showing 
more back at work. The weighted 
figures are as follows, showing the 
per cent of membership out of 
work each month: 1939: January, 
13.3 per cent; February, 12.7 per 
cent; March, 12.0 per cent. Last 
year: January, 16.2 per cent; 
March, 17.2 per cent. 

“Trade union figures also show 
that employment gains have not 
yet been large enough to restore 
the losses of the 1938 recession. 
Last March, 44 per cent of our 
building tradesmen were out of 
work; this year building unem- 
ployment has been reduced to 33 
per cent, but this is still above the 
1937 level when only 29 per cent 
were out of work in March. In 
metal trades, 1938 losses have been 
even harder to regain. Figures for 
March show: 19 per cent of the 
metal trades membership out of 
work, compared to 24 per cent last 
year, and only 9 per cent in 1937. 
In printing, unemployment has 
dropped from 16 per cent last year 
to 12 per cent this year in March, 
but is still above 1937 when only 
10 per cent were out of work. 
Union Members Fare Best 

“The federation unemployment 
estimate for all workers in the 
United States continues to show 
that workers in general have fared 
much worse than trade union mem- 
bers. Whole union unemployment 
is now well below last year’s de- 
pression levels, unemployment of 
all workers is still above last year. 
Our estimate for February, 1939,

ting caught up, jobs being held up 
for one reason or another, shifting 
of men from one job to another 
keeps at least 20 to 25 men regis- 
tered as unemployed. It seems that 
when 10 or 15 men are sent out to 
work a like number get layed off. 
The policy of the office in attempt- 
ing to fit the proper man to the 
job is slowly bringing results as 
more and more employers are call- 
ing to the office for men. 


A movement is underway in San 
Francisco to consolidate all dis- 
trict councils in the bay area into 
one master council to be situated 
in San Francisco. It is the idea of 
the proponents of this measure to 
have a uniform agreement through- 
out the entire area. Local 127 has 
a committee appointed to meet 
with representatives of all other 
locals and report back to the 
union. This meeting will be held 
in the near future. 


The business representatives are 
finding several shops where condi- 
tions are not very ideal. While 
there is no actual violation upon 
which charges can be filed, many 
small things are gradually piling 
up and when enough of these in- 
fractions occur the shops will be 
devoid of men. The latest report fs 
where a man who was injured on 
the job was told by the foreman to 
hitch-hike a ride back to town. We 
sincerely hope that this shop will 
not cry on any one’s shoulder when 
the business representatives swoop 
down and pull out all the men. 
About one more act like the last 
one and this shop will be folded up 
as far as union men are concerned.

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Federation Says Labor Board 
Is Wrong In Westwood Case 


Charges that the national labor 
relations board, 20th regional of- 


fice, is attempting to disrupt the 
recently settled controversy at 
Westwood were made today in the 
following statement by Edward D. 
Vandeleur, secretary of the Cali- 
fornia State Federation of Labor: 
“The national labor relations 
board for the 20th region is appar- 
ently not satisfied that the lumber 
mill at Westwood is now operating 
at full capacity and that the work- 
ers there are again earning money. 
“After having caused the mill to 
be closed for some two months by 
refusal to hold an election to de- 
termine the bargaining agency for 
the workers in an attempt to turn 
the workers enrolled in an A. F. of 
L. union over to the CIO, the 20th 
regional labor board is now at- 
tempting to cause further trouble. 


“The California State Federa- 
tion of Labor now demands that 
the 20th regional office of the na-

“The company has_ recognized 
the A. F. of L. as the bargaining 
agency and there is no good reason 
why the N. L. R. B. should con- 
tinue to embarass the workers and 
cause them further unemployment. 

“The workers of Westwood know 
well the position of the 20th re- 
gional labor board and the desires 
of its officers to have the CIO in 
control at Westwood. 

“The governor tried to settle the 
controversy, and was given ample 
time to do so, even to the holding 
of an election to determine the de- 
sires of the members, and failed 
to effect a settlement because he 
asked the workers to return to 
work without recognition of the 
union of their choice. The 20th re- 
gional labor board blocked him in 
every respect. 

“Now, through efforts of the 
California State Federation of La 
bor, the men are back at work, the 
mill is operating at full capacity 
to the benefit of the community, 
and the company has recognized 
the A. F. of L. 

“The California State Federation 
of Labor therefore appeals to the 
20th regional unit of the national 
labor relations board to stay out of 
Westwood and leave the situation 
alone and permit the workers in- 
volved to earn a living. 

“If the labor board is not satis- 
fied that the A. F. of L. unions 
represent almost 90 per cent of the 
workers there, we invite them to 
hold an election and certify the or- 
ganization having tne majority as 
the bargaining agency for the 
workers.”

Can’t Understand Action 

I am, therefore, very much at a 
loss to understand your even con- 
sidering the petition of the Em- 
ployers’ Council of Alameda coun- 
ty upon the “allegation that they 
(the unions) declined to utilize the 
peace machinery existing in this 
community before taking action”; 
unless “utilizing the peace machin- 
ery” means the submission of the 
unions to the will of employers. Or 
mayhap you have in mind some 
other “peace machinery” other 
than the willingness of the offi- 
cials of the Oakland Plan and the 
officials of organized labor to meet 
in negotiations in an effort to 
avoid industrial strife, with the 
aid of the United States concilia. 
tion service. If so I don’t know of 
any except perhaps the possibility 
of the city manager offering his 
good offices in this case as he has 
so often done in the past. 


Certainly, you cannot mean the 
Oakland Plan itself is a fully set 
up “peace machinery” for in fact 
the Oakland Plan has never been 
organized along the lines original- 
ly suggested by Mr. Paul St. Sure 
who first presented it. At that 
time it was contemplated to set it 
up only if certain objections which 
organized labor had raised should 
be met; and then and in all events 
the plan was to include a repre- 
sentation of members of organized 
labor so that both sides might get 
a hearing. After the central labor 
council had offered its objections 
to the plan, and had asked for an 
answer thereto, these criticisms 
were never met and the _ propo- 
nents of the plan, instead of trying 
to answer these criticisms and 
find a common meeting ground for 
capital and labor, simply proceed- 
ed to form an Oakland Plan com- 
posed solely and exclusively of em- 
ployers. In this respect your Oak- 
land Plan is in no way different 


from the plan of organization of 
unions into a central labor council. 


Union Acting in Good Faith 

I, as well as other officials of 
organized labor, have been taking 
it for granted that notwithstand- 
ing all of the above, the officials 


of the Oakland Plan were acting 
in the same good faith and purpose 
as the officials of the central labor 
council in holding meetings and 


negotiations in order to try to ar- 


rive at amicable settlement and 
that this was using the “peace ma- 
chinery of the community.” To this 
event I have taken the Oakland 
Plan at its face value. For this I 
have been severely criticized by 


some of my colleagues who have 


claimed that they saw behind the 
dress of conciliation and peace in 
industrial disputes, as presented by 
the Oakland Plan, the re-organiza- 


tion of the old industrial associa-~ 
tion, which went out of existence 
when the Oakland Plan was 
formed, whose offices were taken 
the Oakland Plan and 


| whose secretary became the first 


|/general manager of the Oakland 
| Plan. 


Of course it is your right and! 


lowest in twelve years. 


privilege to organize capital just 
as employes are organized and in 
fact this might serve a good pur- 
pose. But in so doing I believe 
that the public, which may have 
gained the wrong impression from 
certain publicity in newspapers, 
should be told definitely that the 
function of the Oakland Plan is 
that of an organization solely of 
employers, for employers and by 
employers, just as the central la- 
bor council is an organization of 
employes, for employes and by em- 
ployes; and that whatever concilia- 
tion and peace machinery may ex- 
ist in the Oakland Plan is the same 
as that which exists in the central 
labor council, which is the willing- 
ness and the desire of the respon- 
sible leadership to meet with the 
other side of the controversy in 
fair, sensible and conscientious en- 
deavor to keep this community as 
free as possible from industrial 
strife. 
Refuses to Attend Meeting 

Further and finally, I see no 
reason why you should consider 
either myself personally or my or- 
ganization as “unfair.” You may 
take this letter as stating what I 
would say were I to appear at your 
scheduled meeting at 4:00 p. m. 
today. If you had told me that my 
organization was to be “unfair” 
for upholding demands of em- 
ployes which you might deem un- 
just I could understand that since 
honest men may honestly differ 
and as our council does at times 
with employers whom it declares 
“unfair.’ Had you done that, 
could see reason to appear before 
your group or any group of em- 
ployers in justification of the 
stand of the men out on strike and 
of my stand in supporting them; 
and if that is your real reason or 
purpose you should be frank in so 
stating and informing us. 


| 


I do not propose, however, to 
appear at a meeting to defend 
either myself or my organization 
from being declared “unfair” for 
declining “to utilize peace ma- 
chinery existing in this commu- 


nity” when every action of myself 
and of my organization and of all 
the union representatives has been 
to bring about amicable settlement 
and to utilize everything suggested 
to be used for that purpose. 

It occurs to me that in the pett- 
tion of the employers’ council they 
may not have stated their actual 
reason to have us declared “unfair” 
in basing their petition upon our 
declining to utilize peace machin- 
ery. If such should develop in the 
hearing I shall be very pleased to 


hear from you as to any further | 


complaints which they may have 
to make, and if you will outline 
them to me specifically I shall give 
them the consideration they may 
deserve in determining whether or 
not they should be basis of meet- 
ing with the Oakland Plan or any 
other group of employers or their 
representatives.

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Senate Has Bill 


End of Strike Breakers and 


Labor Spies Scheduled 


It looks as though anti-union employers will soon be de- 
prived of the use of labor spies and strike breakers in their un- 
American operations against the fundamental right of working 


men and women. 


After many months of investigating various aspects of these 
notorious underworld denizens fostered and financed by a pow- 
erful minority of American industry against the legal activities 
of the workers organized in labor unions, the senate civil liber- 


ties committee, composed of Senator Robert M. La Follette of 
Wisconsin, chairman, and Senator Elbert D. Thomas of Utah, 
has reached the conclusion that both labor spies and persons 
hired and paid to break strikes should not be permitted to func- 


tion in the United States. 


To bring about the end of these instrumentalities of em- 
ployer terrorism, Mr. La Follette and Mr. Thomas, using the 
facts drawn from their inquiry, have introduced a bill in the 
United States senate designed to inter these excrescences of our 
industrial life in the tomb of outlaws proscribed by federal

Thomas bill contains four specific prohibitions. The bill would 


outlaw: 
1. Use of labor spies. 


2. Employment of private guards armed with guns or other 
dangerous weapons off company property, except where neces- 
sary for protection against theft of goods or money in transit. 

3. Use or possession of industrial munitions in or about a 
place of employment during a labor dispute. 

4. Use of strike breakers or strike breaking agencies as de- 


fined in the bill. 


The bill also authorizes the secretary of labor to obtain in- 
junctions against interstate shipments of goods produced under 


the “oppressive labor practices’ 


’ as defined under the act and 


to bar the mails to persons convicted of violation.

With KOPKE 
COLLECTIVE BARGAINING: 
This time of year finds many 


among them the paint 
makers’ locals, going into negotia- 
tions with the employer groups. 
An excellent article by Walter L. 
Daykins, state university of Iowa, 
which appears in this month’s 
American Federationist, gives a 
detailed explanation of the many 
advantages gained by the _ indi- 
vidual worker as a result of col- 
lective bargaining. 


We quote Daykins, “Collective 
bargaining — facilitates the bar- 
gaining power of the workers and 
makes it possible for organized 
laborers to obtain economic secur- 
ity. This security involves, more 
voice in industry, more assurance 
of steady purchasing power, less 
risk in the matter of unemploy- 
ment, and the curtailing of other 
conditions that jeopardize the se- 
curity of the laborer. 


“Collective bargaining is a 
mechanism employed by labor to 
assure their groups an adequate 
share of the values resulting from 
the co-operative efforts of the fac- 
tors of production. Recent trade 
agreements embody rules that 
change the industrial status of the 
workers involved and grant them 
a voice in determining the condi- 


|tions of employment. The assump- 


tion implied is that production of 
goods for human consumption is a 
co-operative venture and that the 
old commodity concept of labor is 
being supplanted by the citizen 
concept of labor. Collective bar- 
gaining has modified the old con- 
cept that labor was a unit of pro- 
duction and has been instrumental 


}in developing the citizenship con- 


cept of labor; that is the laborer 
is an industrial citizen with cer- 
tain rights that should be respect- 
ed. This point of view treats the 
workers as co-partners in the pro- 
duction of goods and modifies ma- 
terially the conception that those 
who own the capital outlay should 
rule autocratically. Herein lies the 
most important function of collec- 
tive bargaining.” 

THREE LOCALS: Three repre- 
sentatives from each of the paint 
makers’ unions in northern Call- 
fornia met last Tuesday night in 
local No. 1101’s office. This body, 
officially known as the bay coun.
